Given 
that the specification has not made it clear what constitutes the "essential material," the claims are still readable upon the natural product 
of Shilajit. 

112 1st Enablement. Applicant's arguments are persuasive and the Enablement rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

102(b). Claims 1-19 and 26-29 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rowland US Patent 5,405,613. Rowland 
discloses compositions of Shilajit or Shilajit extracts in combination with vitamins (Ca, Fe, K, Mg, Zn, Se in the ranges of 1- 500 ppm as 1 
mg/L is approximately 1 ppm) as a pharmaceutical or nutritional supplement. Given the use of Shilajit directly, and not the extract, the 
composition as a pharmaceutical and/or nutritional supplement would contain all of the alleged compounds instantly claimed in natural 
product claims 1-12 and 26-29. Given that the Shilajit is disclosed as an extract, '613 also anticipated the instantly claimed invention. 
Absent a definition of "consisting essentially of the composition is readable upon Shilajit itself and extracts thereof. Further, the 
formulation of Shilajit in spray form is readable upon aqueous composition disclosed in '613, and antioxidants are also a natural 
component of the Shilajit, [0072] of Applicant's specification. Therefore the composition as claimed is anticipated by '613. 
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
